- CONTRACTORS ARE TO BLAME 


They Began Paving Three Months Ago 
and Stépped. 


’ GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR RELIEF. 


Evanston is suffering from torn up streets. 
Furthermore the trouble has been raging for 
three months or more, and now, with winter 
coming on and rain and frost and snow to 
hinder or completely stop whatever work is 

done to mght matters, it seems imm1- 
nent that Evanston people will be compelled 
to live through the winter with seven or eight 
of their principal streets in a worse condition 
than the worst country roads just after the 
frost is out of the ground. -Evanston never 
had such atime before. The few wicked peo- 
ple up there are bringing to bear all the pro- 
fanity at their command, with no avail, and 
the good people are devoutly praying that no 
such condition of things may ever occur again, 
while they live at least. 

A year ago Evanston was agitated by con- 
ficting opinions about the best methods of

street paving. Everybody agreed that there 
were many streets that had to be paved, but 
with what was another question. Finally, ail 
was settled, and July 8 the City Council 
awarded contracts to R. F. Conway of Chi- 
cago for paving Washington street, to be fin- 
ished Oct, 10; Uak avenue, to be finished Oct. 
1; Sherman and Orrington avenues, to be fin- 
ished thirty days after the water main was put 
which was Oct. 1, the paving to be finished 
Nov. 1; for Chicago avenue to be 
finished Oct. 1; Benson avenue, to be finiahed 
Oct. 1. And Aug. 4 the contract was let to the 
same parties for the paving of Ridge avenue, 
to be finished Oct. 15. 

Long Continued Suffering. 

The streets were torn up during the first 
week in August anda suffering public has 
been compelled to keev on suffering until 
now. Evenasearch warrant would fail to 
find one ray of hope that more than one, or at 
the most two, of the streets will be finished 
for use this fall, or, indeed, changed from 
their present condition before the seniors in 
the college up there receive their sheepskins 
at graduation next spring. 

Perhaps of all the torn-up streets Benson 
avenue is one of the worst. The trouble com- 
mences at Davis street, just south of which the 
avenue crosses the tracks, The Northwestern 
railroad is reballasting its tracks. The old 
ballast is dug out between the ties. 
The sidewalks and the road are all 
torn up and together this makes a 
dangerous crossing for pedestrians in

the daytime even and decidedly hazardous 
after night. Just south of the crossing the 
Teal bad condition of the road commences. 
The whole length of the avenue during the 
l rains has been practically a canal, and at 
every croes-street it has widened out into a 
smali lake. In grading, the middleof each 
has been left as a drainage summit, the 
endeavor to throw the water to the corners 
g a decided success, and no means are 
to carry it to the sewers. 
Crossings Are Impassable. 
During these weeks no planks have been 
Provided at many of the street crossings, and 
if they had been they would nave floated off. 


_ About the worst place on Benson 
Svenue is in front of the High- 
School Building, the water at 


‘its shallowest place there being eight inches 
fep Thursday noon, and this when the high 
students had to cross the'street. An- 
place nearly as bad is at Grove street 
nson avenue.

‘venue, below Dempster street, is 
third of the same old story. Horses

Sherman avenue, from Davis street south, is 
another bad example of disruption. As in the 
Other streets the sewer manholes pro- 
ject above the mud for eight or ten inches, 
making it most hazardous for driving after 
night. Much of the curbing is not in, and lies 
scattered over the street. .[The lumber that is 
to compose the base for the cedar block pave- 
ment is piled on all the lawns along the places 
where sometime in the’dim and distant future 
street improvements are to be made. 

Chicago avenue was one of the first streets 
to be torn up, and since the beginning of Au- 
gust its condition has been an  eye- 
sore for all good people. It was 
to have been finished Oct. 1, according to con- 
tract, but not according to contractor, and 
mud and débris here reign supreme. So it is 
with other streets, and the patience of the guod 
people of Evanston is exhausted. Something 
has to be done pretty suddenly or they will 
rise in their might and do—just what it is 
hard to say—but it will be something vigorous, 
and the contractors will be the sufferers. 


BOTH MESSENGER AND MONEY MISSING. 


United States Express Company Officials 
Wildly Anxious Over an Odd Coincidence. 

When the Rock Island train from Omaha 
got in at 8:30 yesterday morning one of the 
United States Express company’s messengers 
was missing. This naturally excited com- 
ment in the express office,.and when it was 
discovered that a valuable money package 
was also missing the comment gave place to 
auxiety. Anxiety in turn gave place to the 
liveliest kind of hustling, and the wires were 
worked in all directions and detectives put on 
the trail of the missing man. 

The messenger was George. J. Bagiey. He 
lives at Davenport; his run is between 
Omaha and Chicago, and his “ lay over ”’ is at 
Chicago. It was easy to ascertain the amount 
of inoney in the package, and it was large— 
asum way up in the thousands. It was soon 
iearned that the messenger left the train at 
Davenport about 3a.m. yesterday morning. 
Where the package was there was nothing to 
show. 

This much of the story 1s fact as supplied 
from outside sources. What follows is fact 
as given by the company: 

Yesterday afternoon Bagley himself walked 
into the office of the company. Naturally the 
Officials were glad to see him. Naturally, 
also, they took occasion to ask him several 
questions without loss of time. 

Bagley said, in brief, that he got left at 
Davenport and that he took the next train and 
came straight to Chicago. Where was the 
missing package? He not only didn* know 
where it was, but wasn’t even aware that any 
package was missing. The situation was ex- 
plained and Bagley was able to give such in. 
formation as resulted in finding the package 
safe and sound. Where? That the company 
does not care to say, further than “ some- 
where between (maha and Chicago.”’

THROWN FROM A SUBURBAN TRAIN, 


Rough Treatment Given a Passenger on the 
Lllinois Central Line. 

An incident occurred on an Illinois Central 
train last night which received strong de- 
nunciation from many passengers. Some of 
thera even said that the affair was most out- 
rageous. The train left the Randolph street 
depot at 8:05 p. m. for suburban points. Near 
Kenwood the conductor discovered that a man 
who had ridden from Van Buren street had 
not paid his fare. The man said he was not 
previously asked for ‘his fare and a 
few words passsd between the conduc- 
tor and the passenger. The conductor 
left the car and returned with two brakemen. 
Without giving the man an opportunity to 
pay his way or even ask him where he was go- 
ing the three set upon the one man. They 
flung him against the door until it looked as 
if they would throw the man through the glass. 
They beat him in the face, throttled him until 
his scarf burst its fastenings, and his collar 
was torn apart. Then they forced him on the 
seats and it looked as if he would soon be 
thrown through the window, glass and all. 

The conductor said he did not believe the 
man had any money. For answer the passen- 
ger pulled a roll of bills out of his vest pccket 
and stated that he wasa switchman and owned 
a pass. But tne trainmen did not want to re- 
ceive a rebuff and threw the man off the plat- 
form when the train stopped at Kenwood.

In these affidavits Capt, 
Streeter’s allegation that he has reclaimed a 
considerable tract of land from Lake Michi- 
gan by filling in around his boat, which was 
driven ashore at that point in 1888, is denied.

PROPOSES TO ISSUE NEW SECURITIES. 


Offer of the Chicago Great Western to 
Holders of C., St. P. and K. C, Stock. 

It is proposed by the Chicago Great West- 
ern railroad company to issue new securities 
to the amount of $70,000,000. The Chicago 
Great Western is the successor of the old Chi- 
cago, St. Paul and Kansas City road. Accord- 
ing to the proposition the new securities will 
be divided as follows: $15,000,000 4 per cent 


debentures ; $15,000,000 5 per cent 
preference, known as preference “A”;

YOUNG PEOPLE INHALE IT AND 
DROP TO THE FLOOR. 


The Odorless Fluid Supplied by the Mutual 
Fael Company Fills Rosalie Music Hall 
and Affects Every One of a Dancing 
Class of Forty Boys and Girls — Sam 
Brockenbrough and Alma Gall the 
Most Seriously Affected — How It Es- 
caped., 

The odorless gas supplied by the Hyde Park 
Mutual Fuel Gas company bounded into 
notoriety again yesterday by breaking upa 
dancing class of children, seriously affecting 
two of the young people. 

Prof. J. Edwin Martine, instructor in the 
art terpsichorean, has a juvenile class every 
Friday afternoon at Rosalie Music Hall, Fifty- 
seventh street and Rosalie court. Yesterday 
afternoon, just before 4 o’clock, when the 
lesson was to end, Sam Brockenbrough, ‘a boy 


about 14 years old, nephew of S. H. 
Richardson, the Board of Trade man, 
suddenly dropped to the floor. He had 


just time and cunsciousness enough to tell the 
girl who was his partner that he felt ill. 
Then he made an attempt to reach a seat, but 
could not. One of the assistants, Miss Carrie 
Balluff, rushed to the boy’s side and raised 
him. He was unconscious. She herself was 
feeling far from well and noticed a peculiar 
reeling sensation in her head. She had felt 
strangely dizzy the entire afternoon, but at- 
tributed it to a cold from which she was suf- 
fering. Butshe managed to aid in carrying 
the unconscious boy to the ante-room, where 
the fresh air, coming in through ‘the front 
windows, quickly revived him. 
All Had Headaches. 

About this time nearly every one of the 
children was remarking to each other that 
they had headaches, or a most uncomfortable 
feeling in the head. Some thought they were 
faint, and the discomfort with them seemed 
to be in the region of the stomach. Others 
thought that the air in the room was unusual- 
ly close and felt a difficulty in breathing, but 
nearly all were experiencing some form or an- 
other of disagreeable sensation. Sam, on re- 
viving in the purer air of the ante-room, 
expressed a little contempt at himself for 
“fainting away like a girl’ and insisted on 
joining the dancers, His place on the floor 
was at the inner part of the dancing hall, near 
the stage. He had scarcely taken his place 
again beside the girl who was his partner for 
the time being, when the swimming sensation 


the second time, 

Almost at the same instant Alma Hall, the 
little daughter of H. J. Hall, a member of the 
Board of Trade, and who resides at No. 5545 
Washington avenue, also fell off in a swoon. 
She was carried out of the room. At this 
time, also, several other girls became so 
overcome that they walked ouég as well as they 
could, 

For a while there was quite a panic, and yet 
not one gave a thought to such a thing as gas 
being the cause of the whole commotion. 

Gas Was Escaping. 

It remained for Miss Balluff to fathom the 
mystery of so many sudden indispositions. 

“I'll wager anything it’s the gas,”’ she ex- 
claimed. 

Dr. McDonald, whose office is close to the 
music hall, was called in. He attended to 
Sam Brockenbrough and Alma Hall, who was 
subsequently carried home. The rest of the 
children were not so seriously affected. One 
of the attendants was sent to throw 
open all the windows of the ball-room 
and another made an examination of 
the chandelier with a d taper, Sure 
enough one ofthe -eombs over a 
gas-jet burst intoared glow when the taper 
was brought into contact with it. ‘lhe mys- 
tery was solved. The room was fullof gas 
and the key of the burner was turned on full. 

Two others to be strongly affected by the 
oderless illuminant were Paul and Robby 
Chace, sons of Henry T. Chace, No. ‘5740 
Rosalie court. Both were faint and sick all 
the afternoon, and experienced such a feeling 
of nausea that they were unable to eat any- 
thing until late last night. 

Water Gas Said to Be Poisonous, 

“The eight deaths that have receatly oc- 
curred in Hyde Park from the use of fue) gas 
point to the dangerous qualities of this agent,”’ 
said a scientist connected with the Chicago Uni- 
versity to a reporter for Tue Trisunes. ** These 
deaths were reported in the papers as caused 
by asphyxiation. It is doubtful if this was 
the case. Asphyxiation means simple suffoca- 
tion by water or any irrespirable gas, such as 
carbonic acid, but water gas is not only ir- 
respirable but poisonous. Its deadly quality 
is due to the presence of a large percentage 
of carbon’ monoxide (CO). This gas is exceed- 
ingly poisonous, acting directly upon the 
blood corpuscles, and cases of death from 
this agent can always be proven by an optical or 
spectroscopic analysis of the blood, for the 
position of the characteristic ‘dark bands 
in the spectrum is different when the blood 
has been acted on by carbon’ monoxide. Or- 
dinary illuminating or coal gas is much less 
harmful, as it contains a much smaller per- 
centage of the poison, from 5 to 10 per cent 
only, while most samples of water gas that I 
have analyzed contain as high a percentage as 
30 or 35, 

‘*In recent years there has been a great 
deal of discussion and some legislation about 
the matter of water gas. It is cheaper, and if 
care is used perfectly harmless. The great 
danger lies in the fact that the gas, as used in 
this city, is nearly devoid of odor. This is due 
to the fact that there are no hydro-carbons in 
it. The gas burns with a pale blue flame, be- 
ing composed chiefly of hydrogen and carbon 
monoxide, and when used as an illuminating 
agent the flame is made to render incan- 
descent a small comb made of zirconia 
or some other incombustible substance. This 
system is a dangerous one, for if the gas 
is allowed to escape through carelessness its 
presence is not suspected until some one is 
poisoned. The gas is made by passing steam 
over red-hot coal, which decomposes it into 
oxygen and hydrogen; the hydrogen 1s set 
free and the oxygen unites with the carbon, 
forming the poisonous carbon monoxide, the 
deadly vapor given off by charcoal stoves, 
which have caused so many deaths. it is usu- 
ally the custom to charge this gas with the 
vapor of petroleum or some other hydro- 
carbon, which causes it to burn with a highly 
luminous flame, and also gives it a very strong 
odor, much like ordinary coal gas. 

Where the Danger Is. 
“‘Tt seems to me that the danger here lies in 
the use of the incandescent comb with the 
pure water gas, which gives a non-luminous 
flame. Possibly the company could be in- 
duced to flavor the gas with asafetida or pep- 
permint, so that it could be detected when 
escaping! As it is used now it is certainly 
dangerous, for a much smaller percentage in 
the air will cause death than is the case with 
coal gas, and its presence is not suspected ow- 
ing to the slight odor. Coal gas in a room will 
often arouse a sleeper before any serious harm 
has been done. This is because the gas acts 
chiefly by ite asphyxiating power, depriving 
the lungs of the requisite amount of oxygen. 
To be sure there is a small percentage of car- 
bon monoxide in coal gas, which would exert 
its poisonous action, so that death might re- 
sult partly from asphyxiation and partly from 
poisoning. A person placed in a room full of 
pure hydrogen, a highly combustible gas, 
would soon die of suffocation, yet hydrogen

He Had a Severe Cold and Took to His

Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 18.—Ex-Secretary 
Biaine 1s confined to his house with a cold 
contracted Tuesday, but his condition is now 
much improved and it is expected that he 
will be entirely restored to health in a few 
days. Mr. Blaine’s well-known timidity 
about his health caused him to take to his bed 
at the first indication of trouble, but the mem- 
bers of his family have felt no alarm at 
his condition.

IMPORTANT NEWS OOMMUNIOATED 
TO NEW YORK POLICE. 


Everybody Thought the Murderous Gang 
Had Been Suppressed, but the Story of 
Marzio Gondice Shows Them Perni- 
ciously Active—How the Captain of a 
Red “D” Steamer Saved a Revolution- 
ist’s Life When He Was Under the Stars 
and Stripes—New York News, 


New York, Nov. 18.—Superintendent of Po- 
hee Thomas Byrnes was the first to discover 
the assassinating society known as the Mafia. 
This was several years ago, when he was in 
charge of the Detective Bureau. The murder 
of Antonio Flaccomio io front of Cooper 
Union was the inkling of the existence of the 
order and the developments of the case re- 
vealed the workings of the organization. The 
swift justice meted out to the Mafiaites in 
New Orleans and the close watch kept upon 
8 ted persons in other cities caused the 
belief that members of the order have been 
frightened from carrying on their devilish de- 
signs. Today, however, an Italian visited po- 


tion, saying he was a marked ‘victin of the 
Mafia. 

The man is Marzio Gondice, an intelligent 
Italian, and he told tha story of how he is be- 


he has received to Detectives Formosa and 
Aloncee. The former is one of Inspector Mc- 
Lavghiin’s Italian detectives. Goundice as- 
serts that his wife, who died a year and a half 
ago, was poisoned by agents of the Mafia and 
her body stoien from the grave where he had 
the remains interred and buried elsewhere so 
that he could not find it. His wife left prop- 
erty in Italy, he says, and in ordér to gain 
possession of this the Mafia is seeking his life 
and that of his ll-year-old son. This is not 
the only reason he gives, however, for the 
Mafia wanting to murder him. 
An Old Conspiracy. 

The story he told to Detective Formosa be- 
gins thirty years ago, when he was a small 
boy in Italy. His father, he said, is an Italian 
nobleman. In 1860 a murder was committed 
in the parish where his parents lived. His 
father was a wealthy man against whom the 
luwer and criminal classes had a great hatred. 
To cover up the real murderer his father was 
arrested and thrown into prison, where he 
was kept for three years, notwithstanding that 
he was innocent of the crime. Then he was 
released after paying a large sum of money. 
Several Italians who were identified with the 
Matia bore a grudge against the elder Gon- 
dice, which has been transferred to the son. 
Marzio came to this country in 1867. He 
studied pharmacy for three years, but was 
never graduated. He went into business here 
making balloons and selling flowers. He 
traveled allover the country attending fairs, 
where he sold the articles he manufactured. 
He says that he has been hounded now for 
several years and threatened with death. He 
has gone from one place to another to escape 
assassination. Since thedeath of his wife 
the agents sworn to kill him have been 


on his track more persistently than 
ever. Francisco Mortorelli, a bandit 
who is now in Italy, sent three 


men here to kill him, he says, a few years ago. 
The men, he says, are Augustinio Mortorelli, 
Francisco’s brother, Rigo Gondice, Marzio’s 
own stepbrother, and a third man whose name 
he does not know. Augustino Mortorelli, he 
says, is at the head of the Brooklyn branch of 
the Mafia. Marzio formerly lived in Brook- 
lyn. It was there that his wife died last year. 
She - had been sick fifteen days. ‘The Mafia, 
he said, tried to palm off one of -their mem. 
bers as a doctor, but he discovered the fraud. 
Shortly before his wife died an ltalian priest 
came to the house and ordered every one out 
of the room. The priest sent him out for 
medicine. While he was gone he alleges that 
the priest induced the dying woman to give 
him $600, which he said he would send to her 
brother, Antonio Buone, who is a soldier in 
the Italian army. When bis wife died her 
body turned a reddish hue, but the attending 
physician gave a certiticate of death from 


Her Body Stolen, 


She was buried in the Holy Cross Cemetery 
in Brooklyn. Later, he says, the body was 
taken from the grave without his knowledge 
and removed to another part of the cemetery, 
where he has never been able to findit. He 
says that his enemies had the body exhumed. 
The money which his wife gave to the priest 
was never sent to her brother. 

Gondice says that he knew nothing of the 
money affair until a few months ago, when he 
received a letter from friends in Italy telling 
him of the confession made by Luiga Gua- 


at the time of his wife’s death and went back 
to Italy, where he died. Before he died he 
coufessed that Gondice’s wife had been poi- 
soned by agents of the Mafia in order to get 
her money and property im Italy. 

He gave the name of the priest who got 
the money and confessed that it was sent to 
the dead woman’s brother. He also confessed 
that the same persons who caused the death 
of Mrs. Gondice were sworn to kill her hus- 
band. 

Gondice told Detective Formosa that he 
went to see the Italian priest, who, he said, 
was connected with a church in Brooklyn: 
He accused him of keeping the money. The 
priest, he said, threatened to have bim killed 
if he said anything about the matter. 

He has been warned anumber of times 
since that he would be killed if he did not 
keep quiet. Two years ago, previous to his 
wife’s death. while he was walking along 
Court street, Brooklyn, he was shot at. He 
says that it was an attempt to assassinate 
him. Abouta year ago his 1ll-year-old son 
Michael was slashed across the tace by some 
unknown person and by some means poison 
was injected into the wound. The lad recov- 
ered, however. He has the scar on his face. 
Gondice says his letters are intercepted and 
he is being followed night and day.

GEORGIA’S LEGISLATURE TAKES UP 
A STATE BANK MEASURE. 


It Provides for a Direct Issue by Local 
Concerns Whenever Congress Repeals 
the Tax Lay —Legality of the Present 
Session Called Into Question—Vice-Pres- 
ident-Elect Stevenson Greeted at Gales- 
burg—Populists Will Continue to Con- 
trol the Alliance. 

Arranta, Ga, Nov. 18.—Today an im- 
portant bill was introduced inthe Legisiature 
to allow State banks to issue bills. The bill 
provides that the Governor, the State Treas- 
vrer, and the Controller shall be a commis- 
sion to have engraved and printed, ina man- 
ner best calculated to guard against counter. 
feiting, at the expense of the bank issuing 
them, such notes as said bank desires, after 
said bank deposits as collateral State or 
municipal bonds to an amount equal to the 
notes. To protect the circulation then the 
State shall indorse the notes. The law is to 
take effect as soon as the Governor is notified 
that Congress has repealed the act levying a 
tax of 10 per cent on circulating notes of 
State banks. 

The legality of the installation into office of 
the Governor and other State officers, the 
election of Judges, and the bills passed by the 
present Legislature has been called into seri- 
ous question. Several amendments to the 
Constitution ‘were voted on in the October 
election, one of which changed the sessions of 
the Legislature from biennial to annual, An- 
other fixed the length of session. The amend- 
ment changing the session from biennial to 
annual did not specify any day of opening, 
but the change was made in the body of the 
bill and not in its — Nor was it 
ever voted upon. t thus transpires 
that the Legislature was called to order il- 
legally. The attention of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral has been called to it and a test case of 
some kind will be made. If the first part of 
the legislative session was illegal then the 
Governor has not been inaugurated and the 
Judges and Solicitors have not been elected. 
If this is so a case tried befgre one of the 
Judges will be null and void. The matter 
presents an interesting situation and is being 
discussed with much iaterest by the lawyers 
in the State whose attention has been cailed 
to it. 

WILL DISCUSS A SPECIAL SESSION, 


Cleveland to Confer with Leaders—Inaugu- 

ration Ceremonies Jumble. 
_ Wasurtnaton, D. C., Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
It is stated that between now and March 4 
there will be a series of conferences between 
President-elect Cleyeland, Senator Carlisle, 
Speaker Crisp, Senator Gorman, Senator 
Voorhees, Representative Wilson, and proba- 
bly Representative McMillin and Senator 
Mills, for the purpose of discussing the general 
tariff policy of the party. It is expected that 
in this way will be outlined before the Fifty- 
third Congress meets about what is to be done 
with the tariff. 

Last evening members of the District Central 
Democratic committee adopted resolutions 
setting forth that only simon-pure Democrats 
should be intrusted with the task of celebrat- 
ing their victory in a proper manner, and ut- 
terly ignored the ex-Marshal Wiison faction. 
These resolutions were telegraphed to Chair- 
man Harrity of the National Democratic com- 
mittee, with a request that he would designate 
the Central committee of the District of Co- 
lumbia as the proper body to take charge of 
the inaugural ceremonies, regardless of action 
taken by any other local association. Those 
who were present at the so-called Silkstock- 
ing or Wilson meeting declare that they merely 
desire to have a spontaneous outpouring of the 
people to celebrate the accession of Cleveland 
to the Presidency, and that in making up a 
committee of 150 or 200 they chose representa- 
tive Republicans who acted in a rimilar capac- 
ity four years ago when President Harrison 
was inaugurated. 


MR, STEVENSON AT GALESBURG, 


Republicans and Democrats Honor the 
Vice-President Elect. 

Garzssura, Ill., Nov. 18.—| Special. ]—The 
demonstration here today in honor of Vice- 
President-elect Stevenson was a successful 
affair, many outside towns being represented. 
A party of twenty-five came from Blooming- 
ton with Mr. Stevenson and Owen Scott. * The 
merchants, Republicans and Democrats alike, 
decorated their houses in honor of their guest.

McCune, 
leader of the Democratic wing, who was the only 
candidate for the Presidency against Loucks, 
withdrew from the contest and the Alliance 
simultaneously. He bitterly denounced the 
Loucks following and claimed that there was 
nothing left for the non-partisan element to 
do but leave or consent to be the tail of the 
third party kite.

DAMAGE BY WIND-STORM IN INDIANA, 


It Blows Down Trees and Chimneys—Ac- 
cident to a Train, 
Enguisu, Ind., Nov. 18.—A tornado which 


continued .almost unioterruptedly during 
forty-eight hours increased in force about 3 
o’clock this morning. The location of English 
in a low valley saved it from serious damage, 
but almost every window and chimney-top in 
town is wrecked. The whole fronts of the 
business houses of Joseph Finch, Luther Griss, 
and William Temples were blows in. Though 
brakes were set to their utmost on cars on 
the railroad track every car was driven to the 
west end, where the foremost of them bursted 
through the bumpers. John Jones and Cassie 
Forbes, passing over the Blue River bridge, 
were blown off the bridgé a distance of fifteen 
feet, but before they struck the bottom of the 
river they were driven eastward a great dis- 
tance and managed to save themselves. The 
privcipal loss will be timber in the surround- 
ingcountry, On one farm 200 large forest 


trees were uprooted. 
Dusuqusg, Ia., Nov. 18.—[Special. ]—Du- 
buque and the surrounding country were yes- 
terduy subjected to the worst disturbing and 
destructive storm as regards electricity con- 
ditions ever known. A furious wind-storm 


tinued allday. The temperature was mild 
and the snow loaded down the wires. All 
commupication by telephone or telegragh 
was shut off and was only restored this evea- 
ing. Many wires broke under the load of 
snow and several people were severely shocked 
by coming in contact with them. The electric 
lights were all shut off. The damage to the 
telegraph and telephone companies will reach 
many thousand dollars, 


The high wind, which everybody growled at, 
was the only manifestation Chicago received that 
a storm was raging over the Western country. It 
was unusually severe for the season. The storm 
began Wednesday in indian Territory and moved 
‘in a northeasterly direction until Thursday morn- 
ing when it was central around Springfield, Il. 
The center swung 4 Chicago and brought up 
around Milwaukee Thursday night. Chicago gota 
gusty, penetensine rain that occasionally came 
down copiously. But except for a few stray flakes 
there wasno snow here, whereas the country 
West and Northwest and Southwest was whitened. 

“We felt the storm severely in Eastern lowa 
and Western Lilinvis,”’ said Supt. Tubbs of the 
Western Union Telepgrah company yesterday. 
“ Bat its ravages extend throughout Missouri 
into Kansas, north aboye St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis, and east from there beyond Sault Ste. Marie. 
Hundreds of poles were curried down by the 
weight of the snow throughout this section and 
when anything of this kind happens communica- 
tion is difficult to restore. We are getting the 
lines up now and have a route to San Francisco, 
though a slow one, and we are reaching the West- 
— cities which were cut off as rapidly as possi- 
»le.”’ 

Messages for points west of the Mississippi 
River were accepted yesterday subject to delay. 
This delay, 1t was said, amounted to several hours 
in cases of certain places. The weather bureau 
office yesterday noon had not received its morn- 
ing dispatches from a ange number of points in 
the territory west of the Missouri River. 

Said one of the observers: “ lt probably will be 
colder here Saturday. There may be an area of 
low temperate re moving this way from the region 
west of St. Paul, or it may be a warm wave. The 
effects of the storm were felt as far east as the 
Alleghenies. Apparently the storm is moving now 
in a northeasterly direction from the Lake 
Superior country. This will take it into Canada. 
But it may “rr its course and head for the 
Atlantic coast. I think anyhow that by Saturday 
it will be felt in Boston and New York. 


SAID IT WAS G0oD FOR THE MISER. 


Mrs. Hays Declares She Is Glad Her Son 
Took His Father’s Money. 

While Dennis Hays, father of Charley Hays, 
the boy who stole $135 from a hole in the wall 
in the family residence, was asking Judge 
Lyon yesterday morning to send his son and 
James Malet to the Reform School at Ponti- 
ac there was an unlooked for interruption. 

‘** Let me have a word here,” said a sharp- 
featured, gray-haired woman, as she pushed 
her way through the crowd. “This man is 
my husband, your Honor, and for nine years 
he has starved me and my three children 
while he has been hiding his money in the 
wall. The first I knew he had any money was 
when they arrested my boy for stealing it. I 
am proud of the 1 for stealing the old 
miser’s money.” 

** Your Honor, this woman tried to get a di- 
vorce from me three years ago and couldn’t,”’ 
broke in the husband.

KNOCKED DOWN BY A CABLE-CAR. 


The Accident at State and Jackson Streets— 
Another at Fifth Avenue and Washington, 

Samuel Thompson, a laborer, said to have 
been intoxicated, was knocked down by a 
State street cable-car at Jackson street at 
5:30 o’clock ‘last night. Thompson’s collar- 
bone was broken. 

While the extent of Thompson’s injuries 
were being ascertained in a drug store the 
police detained the gripman and conductor 
of the car that struck him. This practically 
tied up the State street line, south bound, for 
half an hour and trains as close to one an- 
other as they could get filled the track from 
Jackson to Washington street, while thou- 
sands of would-be homeward bound citizens 
stood on the corners and wondered what the 
trouble was. 

Henry Wittbarth, living at No. 161 North 
Union street, was knocked dwn by a Mil- 
waukee avenue cable-car on Washington 
street, just west of Fifth avenue, at 10 o’clock 
last night.

| SPRINGER GOES FREE. 


NOT ORIMINALLY RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE FATAL EXPLOSION. 


Judge McConnell Takes the Case Out of 
the Jury’s Hands—State’s-Attorney Lon- 
genecker Thinks the Evidence Insuf- 
ficient—Repairs Recommended by the 
Boiler Inspector Were Ordered—Fusible 
Plugs, It Is Said, Would Not Have Pre- 
vented the Accident. 


The case against Warcen Springer, on trial 
on five charges of manslaughter as the result 
of the grand jury’s investigation into the 
causes of the boiler explosion in his building 
at No, 207 Canal street last January, was 
brought toan end yesterday by Judge Mc- 
Connell instructing the jury to bring in an 
acquittal. 

“Well,” said the court, “what are you 
going to do with it? I can’t send it to the 
jury on such evidence.”’ 

“I don’t see how you can, either,” the 
State’s-Attorney responded, and he ‘began 
gathering up his papers. “Billy”? Mason, 
Springer’s attorney, shook hands warmly with 
his client. The latter smiled at his friends 
and they smiled back. Then everybody 
squared up as Judge McConnell addressed the 
jury as follows: 

I cannot send this case to the jury. It is barely 

ible, gentlemen of the jury, there may have 
n some little lack of care on the part of some- 
body in that establishment, but it is im ible 
from the testimony we have received in this case 
to determine whose it was, and it is impossible to 
fix the responsibility on Mr. Springer, that is, in 
sucha direct way for so serious an offense as 
manslaughter, e have here at least three dif- 
ferent theories as to how this explosion bhap- 
pened. IfI should send the jury out upon this 
evidence you would have to speculate as to which 
one of the theories accounted for the accident. 
Even if you shouid determine which one you would 
accept you would still have to determine that the 
defendant in this case was responsible for crim- 
inal negligence. Negligence, as far as you can 
hold a man criminally, is of a different order from 
that for which you would hold a man in a civil 
action. Here it must be an absolute cause, an 
immediate cause before you can hold a man re- 
sponsible. So it would simply be wasting your 
time. I would be putting upon you a respon- 
sibility that | am willing myself to assume. I 
therefore advise the jury to return a verdict of 
not guilty. 
The Case Didn’t Worry Springer. 

“I have never felt the slightest anxiety 
about the case,’’said he, “ A twenty-five cent 
lawsuit would have worried me more. There 
could be but one outcome from it. All of the 
claims created by the accident have been set- 
tled but one and the money is ready for that 
one whenever it will be accepted.”’ 

The State seemed to meet with great diffi- 
culty in presenting its case. Nearly one-third 
of Judge Longenecker’s witnesses were em- 
ployés of the defendant. Another difficulty 
seemed to be that no two’ experts agreed as to 
the cause of the explosion. It was a lack of 
water, said one; a rise of water in the boiler, 
said a second; still athird said it was ex- 
cessive firmg. Not one of them would swear 
that the bulge or patch on No. 5 caused the ex- 
plosion or that a fusible plug would have pre- 
vented the catastrophe. 

Thomas F. Pickham, boilermaker, testified 
that he had seen the Springer boiler before and 
after the explosion. He noted the bulge in 
the lower sheet in the rear end. He believed,,. 
however, that the bulge had nothing to do 
with the explosion. it was lack of water that 
caused it. He was not confident that a fusible 
plug would have prevented the explosion. If 
the water were low the plug would have given 
the alarm. In case of excessive firing the 
heat would be so great that the water would 
be held in suspension and the plug would give 
no warning, 

**There was no explosion, anyhow,”’ said the 
witness. ‘‘ There was simply a rupture and 
the boiler was torn open.”’ 

John D. Pickham, Chief City Inspectors of 
Boilers, said he had been connected with the 
handling and manufacture of boilers all his 
life. For eight years prior to his teking his 
present office he was a boiler manufacturer. 
All of the city boiler inspectors were under 
his charge and their reports were made to 
him. He submitted the written report which 
he had made op the Springer boiler. It stated 
that there wasa bad bulge on the bottom of 
the back sheet. This report was made Nov. 
12, 1891, and it was sent to Springer. 

‘*Ialso wrote Springer a letter calling his 
attention to the defects,’’ said the witness. 

‘Did you see the boiler?” was asked. 


‘*What, in your opinion, caused the ex- 
plosioh ?”’ 

‘* Lack of water over the plate.” 

* Did the bulge have anything to do with 
it?” No.” 

Mr. Mason asked the witness to say whether 
fusible pl would have prevented the ex- 
plosion, and he was answered that they would 
not have done so. 


Says Repairs Were Ordered Made, 


Edward B. Gallup, superintendent of ma- 
chinery for the defendant, testified that he 
had received notice from the inspector as to 
the defects in the boiler. 

“That’s all I want to ask,’ said State’s- 
es Longenecker. 

Mr. Mason asked the witness to describe 
what was said in his presence about having 
repairs made, 

‘** Thomas F. Pickham was ordered to make 
the repairs,’’ the witness said. “ He was a 
brother of the inspector. It was my judg- 
ment that fusible plugs were not adapted to 
the boiler. Mr. Pickham recommended a 
fusible alarm, which answered the same pur- 
pose. Mr. Pickham’s brother came one Sun- 
day to make the repairs. He found that some 
changes were necessary before they could be 
made, and the work was postponed until the 
following Sunday. The explosion occurred 
meantime and the repairs were not made.”’ 

Capt. Dunham testified to the value of fusi- 
ble plugs in boilers, 

By the explosion, which occurred Jan. 8, 
1892, Edward Bush, ahelper in the boiler. 
room: Arthur Hall, a fireman; Jonn Lee, 
tireman of the boiler which exploded; Patrick 
Rogers, and Henry Oswald were killed. James 
Siggins was burned by steam. Jan. 20 the 
Coroner’s jury held the following to the grand 
jury for “criminal carelessness and neglect’’: 
Warren Springer, Supt. Edward B, Gallup, 
Engineer Charles Schroeder, Water-Tender 
Martin Tyng, and Foreman William H. Cart- 
wright. The grand jury discharged all except 
Springer, who was held for trial on five in- 
dictments for manslaughter. In the case just 
tried, which was the test, the indictment was 
for the killing of Patrick Rogers. The other 
four cases will now be dismissed.

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Some of the people who feared that the re- 
sult of the clection wouid be great depression 
in business, almost iramediately followed by 
a decline in the prices of goods, profess to have 
been reassurea by the recent advance in the 
price of cotton fabrics. In reality the change in 
prices proves nothing cither way. It is duc tu 
the advance in the price of raw cotton, which, 
in turn, is a consequence of the discovery that 
the cotton crop of the United States this year 
is not nearly so large as was expected up toa 
few weeks ago. Of course, if stocks of cotton 
goods had been large, and 4he country poor, 
this discovery of a relatively short crop might 
have made little difference to tne market. 
But the demand for fabrics was so good al! 
through the summer and fall as to keep down 
stocks to a rather low point, and tis favored 
an increase in orders by those dealers who 
thought it well to take time by the forelock 
the moment they heard the crop is a light one. 
Hence, if it be true that there is a notable 
tendency to curtail purchases in lines where 
a lowering of the tariff would reducé prices, 
the fact should not show itself in cotton goods 
just at the moment the crop is reported to fall

' Some weeks agu Tue Trisunge Called the

add in the least to the illumination. By con- 
trast they only prove the effectiveness and the 
excclience of theelectric lighting. Why then 
are those gas lamps lighted each night at the 
city’s expense? It is extravagant, inexcusable 
waste. The gas bill for lighting the boule- 
vards, which are also brilliantly illuminated 
by electricity, is probably $10,000 for the 
period since the electric illumination wa3 in- 
augurated. Those bills will have to be paid 
because the gas company has not been noti- 
fied by the proper city officer. Thus $10,000 
of public money has been shamefully wasted. 
There are probably 500 city employés who 
have observed the waste, but not one of them 
has had the diligence or the sense of duty to 


Public Works lives in the vicinity of the elec- 
tric illuminated boulevard. Why has he not 


checked the waste? It is a scandal that ought 


to be promptly abated. Tue ‘'a1BuNe cailed 
attention to the waste about a month ago. It 
is to be hoped that there will not be further 
occasion to call attention to it.

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PASSENGER RATES TO THE FAIR. 

Westera railroad officials are by no means 
unanimous in the opinion that the reported 
action of the Presidents in regard to World’s 
Fair passenger rates will stand. On the con- 
trary, many of them seem to think it possible 
there has been some mistake, or that if su2h a 
resolution was formally adopted it was only 
as one that might be reconsidered. It is 
looked on as especially strange that Mr. De- 
pew should consent to the exactior of full 
fares both ways to and from the Fair when he 
has all along assured the people that the New 
York Central would not consent to a fare of 
more than one and a third for the round trip. 
It will require some more positive evidence 
than has yet been adduced to prove that he 
has radically changed his views on this impor- 
tant subject. 

World’s Fair officials are quoted as saying 
they do not feel badly worried over the pros- 
pect, though admitting the railroad men have 
not given them much encouragement thus far. 
But such encouragement is looming up. 
Southern Pacific has announced that it will 
make a rate ot one fare for the round trip 
from all points and the Santa Fé is siniilarly 
pledged not to charge more than half rates 
from points west of the Missouri River. There 
is plenty of time for a few others to follow the 
example, and if they do it will be no more 
possible to prevent a general break than it 
used to be to stop a herd of buffaloes on the 
run. For the most obstinate of the number it 
would be simply a case of “‘swearing they 
would ne’er cunsent, consented.”’ 

The most wonderful thing about the whole 
business is that the railroad managers have 
not long since seen the folly of attempting to 
charge full rates and the wisdorn of adver- 
tising at an early date that they will make ar 
rangements to carry at about half rates each 
way all who want to visit the Fair. They can- 
not but know that human nature is about the 
same now as it was sixteen years agg, when 
the railroads tried the full rate in connection 
with the Philadelphia Exhibition and found it 
a rank failure. They must be well aware that 
with many thousands it will be a case of ar- 
ranging months beforehand for the visit or 
not making it at all. To hold out the induce- 
ment now would be to set these peopie to 
thinking and saving, sparing a little ex- 
penditure here and making an extra exertion 
there, all with direct reference to the summer 
trip. To stick out now for full rates would 
be to lead many people to conclude it not 
worth their while to incur the expenditure, in 
which event they will not save up during the 
winter and spring and consequently will not 
have the money to spare in the summer even 
if low rates be then advertised. This holds 
good for hundreds of thousands of farmers in 
the country and wageworkers in towns and 


cities. If they make up their minds now it 


would cost too much, and it will be out of their 
power to avail themselves of the low fares 
that may be offered a few months hence. If 
the railroad managers would think of the 


foolish resolves as the Presidents of the trunk 
lines are reported to have done at their meet- 
ing in New York this week. 

It is claimed that the railroads have the 
same right as the hotels to exact full tates on 
Fair business. So they have. But with both 
it 1s a question of getting the patronage, and 
either would be silly to demand so much as to 
cut off supplies. If the hotels should 
charge too much the great mass of visitors 
would find some way of letting them alone, 
and there is not the slightest reason to doubt 
the same will be true of railroad travel with 
the great majority of those who live’ more 
than a few score miles from Chicago. They 
would say “full rates are more than we care 
to pay,” and so would stay at home. If the 
railroad managers want to avail themselves 
to the utmost of the attraction furnished by 
the Fair they will fix on the plan of carrying 
many at low rates rather than a few at high 
prices, And they will see it to be to their in- 
terest to so aunounce at the earliest possible 
moment because of the conviction that a long 
delay in doing so would cause many to decide 
not to visit the Fair, and few wonid do so 
after having once made up their minds to stay 
away. This is one of the cases in which 
** delays are dangerous,”’

coe A FUTILE PROJECT. 

It is probable that Mr. E. S. Dreyer and the 
amateur reformers who are proposing a new 
charter for the city are not aware that the 
present charter was adopted by popular vote. 
Any new charter that might be framed by the 
General Assembly would have to,be submitted 
to a popular vote also. Inthis way the con- 
stitutional restriction as to special legislation 
might be gotten over. But does Mr. Dreyer, 
or his fellow reformers, believe for a moment 
that a majority of the people of Chicago will 
vote for this double-headed, new-fangled, big- 
salary charter if it were submitted to them 
for adoption? Is it possible that they would 
decide in favor of the appointment of one 
branch of the municipal legislature by a resi- 
dent of Springtield? Has the history of the 
Park Boards selected at the State capital been 
of a character to encourage this wild proposal? 

It is intimated that Gov.-clect Altgeld 
favors the scheme. In an interview published 
in his organ yesterday he said: 

My intention is to consult with leading citizens 
whw are not politicians, and who represent all 
classes and all professions. I shall abide by the 
decision of these citizens, If they demand a 
change! shall recommend it ia my first message. 
lf they are against it, then [shall not touch the 
subject at all. | 

Mr. Altgeld may consider Mr. Dreyer and 
his fellow reforiners “leading citizens repre- 
scutmg all classes and all professions,” and 
he may accordingly recommend the change 
they propose. But his recommendation 
would not affect the constitutional provision 
regarding special legislation nor would it 
stand against a decision of a majority of the 
people of Chicazo who are neither leading 
vitizens nor professional reformers. 

It is gratifyimg to note in this connec tion 
that the senior Democratic organ makes de- 
Gisive pronouncement against the new char-

FREE COINAGE 18 DEAD. 

A Colorado paper makes a sad mistake in 
trying to reopen the agitation for free silver 
coinage, and alleging that ‘* the battle has 
just commenced in earnest.’”” It admits that 
there is only a very faint hope for action ~in 
the present Congress, the House not being 
likely to embarrass its successor by the pas- 
sage of the Stewart biil, and that Democrats 
in the East have already called for the repeal 
of the act of 1890. It says truly that during the 
just two years the people of the United States 
have had the subject placed before them as 
they never had previously. It does not tell 
the truth in stating that “‘ wherever the sub- 
ject has been thoroughly understood silver 
has gained ground,” if by that 1t means “ free 
silver coinage.” | 

A few among the silver mine owners may 
still be foolish enough to lay to their souls 
the flattering unction that the people of the 
United States want free silver coinage, but 
most of them know to the contrary by this 
time. The agitation has exposed the weak- 
ness of the plea and the utter absurdity of the 
pretext on which a handful of silver mine- 
owners have sought to enrich themselves at 
the expense of the Nation. It might be idle 
to attempt to forecast the result of the Brus- 
sels conference, but there is not the slightest 
reason to apprehend that it will favor free 
coinage or that at most it will go beyond 
recommending such a moderate enlargement 
of the use of silver as would prevent a further 
recession in commercial value. The point 
was long ago made by Tus Trrsune that the 
relative value of silver would be found to be 
much nearer one twenty-fifth than one-six- 
teenth of an equal weight of gold, and for 
months past the price has varied little from 
the first named limit, while the statistics of 
production have indicated it as probable it 
would have sold even lower but for the arti- 
ficial market provided for it by the United 
States. Silver has been produced in large 
quantities at a cost of less than one-third the 
rate at which the advocates of the free silver 
movement want to have it coined; and if ite 
coinage were made free as demanded the 
unit of money value in the United States 
could not long remain above half its present 
value. In that case the buying power of all 
the dollars now in existence, outside of the 
gold coinage, would be redueed some 50 per 
cent and the holders of that money be made 
so much the poorer for no better reason than 
that a few producers of silver want a better 


‘market for their property. 


The papers published in the silver mining 
regions would be mhuch better employed in 
telling their constituents the true state of 
affairs than in trying to mislead them with the 
raising of hopes that can vever be gratitied, 
They might just as well enter on a crusade in 
favor of placing the winimum price of wheat 
to the farmers of the West at two dollars per 
bushel as to talk about the possibility of find- 
ing a permanent market for silver at three 
times the cost of production. A few people 
outside hmve been deluded by the false cry, 
and a greater number have given the silver 
men _ encouragement by professing to 
favor free silver coinage when they looked 
upon that as only a step to an unlimited issue 
of paper currency, which would drive both 
silver and gold out of circulation. The silver 
men ought to beware of the latter as their 
worst enemies instead of taking them to their 
bosoms as friends, The depreciation of the 
currency unit has been pronounced against by 
both the great parties, not only in their plat- 
forms, but at the polls. A carefii canvass of 
the position of the next House of Representa- 
tives shows that a free cvinage bill would have 
very little chance among them. Not less than 
194 members can be depended on to vote for 
honest money, leaving only 162 to vote the 
other way, andeven if the majority should 
turn in favor of free coinage the bill would be 
vetoed by Cleveland. 

The only party that favors free silver coin- 
age, and the consequent depreciation of the 
currency unit, is the one which seeks to sink 
the value of the dollar so low that even the 
silver coin would not circulate. So the silver 
men would do well to’cease their foolish agita 
tion and advise their organs to “let up” on 
the advocacy of measures which are impracti- 
cable; while if they could be carried out the 
result would be to leave them ina far worse 
condition than the one from which they seek 
toescape. If they have a single grain of good 
sense they will be content to “let well encugh 
alone.” : | 


PROTECTION FOR ENGLAND. 

It would be strange if just about the time 
the party declaring in favor of free trade 
gains the upper hand in this country the En- 
glish people should adcpt a policy of protec- 
tion. The United States has long been the 
leading exponent of *‘protection to home in- 
dustry,” while for nearly half a century En- 
gland has been committed to the extreme of 
free trade. In both a growing dissatisfaction 
with established priaciples and usages has 
resulted in a demand fora change. A large 
number of the Democrats in this country 
profess to want our ports thrown open to the 
competition of goods that are produced 
abroad. At the same time a clamorous if not 
a powerful party in the British Islands is ad- 
vocating the imposition of duties on imports, 
and especially on products which are liberally 
supplied by us. 

Of course the demand for protection in 
England comes from the farming class. It 
is s0 strong that a national convention on 
agriculture, to be attended by delegates from 
all the éhambers of agriculture in the country, 
is called to meet in London Dec. 7 next. A 


big outburst of indignation is expected, and a 


strong, comprehensive statement of the woes 
under which the British farmer has long 
struggled to pay his way. Probably there 
will be talk about a reform of the Holdings 
act, the appointment of a land court, readjust- 
ment of poor rates and income tax, and a re- 
duction of tithes, with perhaps a demand for 
the abolition of the middleman. But the one 
great cry will be for “protection” against 
excessive competition from abroad. It is now 
being urged that the French farmer has a 
wheat protection equal to about 30 cents per 
bushel, and claimed that this benefits aim 
vastly without appreciably raising the price of 
bread to the people. It is understood the 
convention will be asked to resolve that with- 
out some such interposition by the govern- 
nent the farmers of the country will be 
ruined, and that they are not willing to 
meet this fate except after the most cogent 
efforts to avert it. Among these will be an 
endeavor to overthrow the ministry if it re- 
fuse to espouse their cause, the hope being 
that another might be found more willing to 
heip the British agriculturist in his dire dis- 
tress, especially as failure by him to pay rent 
and tithes would mean poverty to those two 
inost important elements, the aristocracy and 
the “Church of England as by law estab- 
lished.”’ 

There is not much danger of success to this 


‘movement, The agricultural party may be 


strong enough to upset a ministry without 
bemg able to swing the country into line in its 
behalf. The British farmer now raises only 
about one-third of the wheat consumed in tho 
country. His contribution.to the supply of 
other food may be somewhat larger, but on 
the whole he is in the minority in this resvect. 
The manufacturing classes of the “old coun- 
try’ would never consent to be taxed heavily 
by import duties on two-thirds of their bread 
supply in order that the farmer might be able 
to supply the remaining third part at a profit 
to himself. Even if they were willing it would 
hardly be practicable, for an important rise in 
the:price of bread must mean higher wages, 
with a corresponding increase in the cost of 
manufactured goods to be sold abroad in com- 
petition with those produced in other coun- 
tries. But that competition is already so sharp 
as to have badly restricted the exports of 
prominent articies of manufacture, and a rise 
in wages must cut off the market for a large 
part of the rest. Hence such a duty on food 
imports as would involve higher wages in the 
factories is not to be thought of, and anything 
less would not relieve what the farmers be- 
lieve to be their dire mecessity. So the 
struggle is likely to be a fierce one, for the 
typical English farmer will not admit that 
sufficient relief can b2 given by a reduction of 
rent and tithes without protection, while the 
manufacturers will oppose the latter as a 
threatened deathblow to their interests. 
What will be the result of all this? 

A SOUTHERN VIEW rs THE EXTRA SES- 

SION. 

Mr. Clark Howell, editor of the Atlanta 
(Ga.) Constitution, and a prominent member 
of the National Democratic committee, does 
not agree with Mr. Cleveland, if the latter’s 
position has ben stated correctly, in his oppo- 
sition to an extra session.’ Mr. Howell goes 
to the very rvotof the matter when he says: 

It strikes me that the people have spoken so em- 
phatically in favor of a change of policy that they 
should be accommodated with as little delay as 
possible. If the McKinley bill is domg the harm 
the Democrats ascribe to it, and if the Treasury is 
being swamped to a degree of national embar- 
rassment, as is reported, the sooner the ax is laid 
tothe root of the evil the better. I think Con- 
gress should be called in extra session, not neces- 
sarily in March, but in the summer or early in 
the fall before the year 1593 is out. 

Mr. Howell is right in his argument from 
the point of view of the interests of the whole 
country. It is both the right and duty of the 
triumphant Democrats to put their free trade 
and wildcat policy into operation at the earli- 
est practicable moment and not make the 
people wait a year and a half or more for that 
prosperity which the Democrats have prom- 
ised them. The Congress which was elected’ 
Nov. 8 does not meet for over a year. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances it will not get to 
work much before February, 1894. There is 
no probability therefore that the Democratic 
policy can be known before the late summer 
or early fall ot that yeAr, and as by that time 
Congress wili be on the eve of another elec- 
tion there will be no opportunity even to 
guess what that policy will be, for Democrats 
who are very ardent tariff reformers now, 
while the shouts of victory are ringing in 
their ears, may cool down materially when 
the tirne for reélection is near at hand. Hence 
for nearly two years the business-men of this 
country must remain in astate of uncertainty 
and their business in a substantial condition 
of stagnation. If on the other hand Mr. 
Cieveland should call an extra session not 
later than April next, by which time he could 
easily make all the appointments necessary for 
the ad ministration of the government, Congress 
could at once proceed to repeal the McKinley 
law, which is promised in the Democratic 
platform, and by the Foarth of July following 
the Democratic party could celebrate its in- 
dependence from ‘‘ unconstitutional and odi- 
ous”’ protection and the dawn of the free 
trade millennium whea industrial biessing, it 
is claimed, will flow as freely as water. If 
they believed what they have advocated, if 
they did vot make their promises only to 
break them, if they’ were not playing a co- 
lossal confidence game on the workingmen, 
they can take no other course than to abolish 
the McKinley tariff at the earliest possible 
moment and embody their tariff for revenue 
only and the repeal of the State bank tax into 
legislative enactments so that the good time 
may come without a day’s unnecessary delay, 
and ail who voted for Mr. Cleveland will say 
* Amen.” 

Mr. Howell is right when he affirms that the 
failure to call an extra session will be danger- 
ous to the business interests of the country, 
and he emphasizes his views by showing that 
it will be dangerous to the party, as it will de- 
lay the settlement of the tariff question to the 
very eve of the next series of State elections. 
The junior Democratic organ in this city sym- 
pathizes with him and says: 3 

The Democratic party cannot afford to prolong 
this period of uncertainty until within three or 
four months of the next Congressional elections, 
or until it is toolate for the beneficial effects of the 
pew tariff to be seen. The Democratic party will 
be held responsible for the delay and for the tem- 
porarily depressing effects of uncertainty, and in 
spite of everything that can be said multitudes of 
voters will attribute these effects to the new pol- 
icy and turn the House over to the Republicans 
again. It is good party policy because it is good 
public policy to act promptly. The period of un- 
certainty should be reduced toa minimum, and 
there should be time for the wisdom of a low 
tariff policy to be demonstrated before the Con- 
gressional elections of 1894. 

In this emergency some silly Democrats 
urge that the present Congress should come 
to the rescue. This is childish. It is useless 
for the approaching session to take any steps, 
for there is still a Republican President and a 
Republican Senate, and the Republican party 
has declared for protection. There is no in- 
ducement for them to interfere. The people 
have voted for the Democratic policy. The 
responsibility rests upon the Democrats. The 
Republicans are not “in it.””’ Now let the 
Democrats face the issue or acknowledge they 
are cowards and hypocrites and made their 
platform only as a stepping-stone on which to 
get in.

In the next place the 
canal will not destroy farms or homes in the 
valicy. It will rather drain the farms and 
enrich and improve the towns. The sewage 
from Chicago is sent down the valley now 
but in an insufficiently duluted condition. The 
idea of the big cdnal is toso dilute it that it 
may be innocuous. To make the lake before 


the city a receptacle for the sewage would be 


to breed contagion which would spread into 
the valley, which would destroy the principal 
market for the valley people. If all the 
sewage should be poured into the lake it would 
soon reach the four mile crib and poison the 
water of Chicago, of which the valley people 
frequently partake, The diversion would not 
help the valley people in the least. It would 
deprive them of a profitable and necessary 
waterway and leave them a succession of stag-

cook TY HOSPITAL. 

The complaints by the medical staff at the 
Cook County Hospital have been listened to 
by the County Confmissioners. The doctors 
have presented a list of recommendations, 
and they have been adoffled in_ theory 
if all of them are not reduced to practice. 
Doubtless surgical instruments and medical 
supplies will hereafter be kept in sufficient 
quantities and better order for the use of the 
fraternity. The doctors will take a special 
interest in seeing that the commands of the 
board are obeyed in this respect. It is to be 
hoped they will equally see it to be their duty 
to insist on proper sanitation and that the 
food served out to patients be at least not so 
bad in quality as to make a well man sick. - 

Herein is the greatest danger of failure to 
reform. There is vastly nore room for steal- 
ing, or “pinching,” with food than with 
medicines, and more opportuuity for damag- 
ing laziness in the matter of cleanliness than 
in the administration of drugs. If it be really 
true, as charged, that the patients in the Cook 
County Hospital have been systematically and 
grossly neglected by the attendants and re- 
quired to eat food that is unfit for healthy 
paupers it is much to be feared that some- 
thing more than a mere orderto the present 
officials will be necessary to a removal of the 
abuses complained of. There is “ boodle”’ 
in impure food, and the -persons who have 
once tasted of that boodle are not likely to 
have the appetite therefor killed off by a 
simple order to be honest. The contractors 
may not be paid to supply the choicest 
cuts of beef and the very best of 
all other articles. But they have obliged 
themselves to serve none other than whole- 
soimne food. Addled eggs, rancid butter, meat 
that is stinking from a far advance in the proc- 
ess of decomposition, and bread and vegeta- 
bles which a healthy laborer would not eat 
except on compulsion, do not constitute the 
diet which is ostensibly paid for and would 
not be accepted by officials who had not some 
motive for convenient inattention to their 
plain duty. If this kind of stuff has been 
served out to the patients in the Cook County 
Hospital, not in a single instance which might 
be claimed to be accidental but in a systematic 
manner, the parties who have knowingly per- 
mitted it are not tit to be intrusted with the 
performance of the better service if such be 
resolved on by the board. They could no 
more be depended on for the future than in 
the past. 

A similar remark is in order in regard to 
those who have grossly neglected the sanitary 
precautions which should be taken with the 
patients. Ifthe occupants of beds are al- 
lowed to lie in their own filth for’ several days 
together, and on removal from such fouled 
beds other patients are placed therein without 
even a change of sheets, it should be time to 
change the attendants. Perhaps the latter 1s 
not exactly what was charged in the recent 
communication by the medical staff, but the 
guarded language there employed leaves 
wide room for inference, and certainly in- 
vited a loud demand for investigation. If 
anybody has permitted the existence of such 


conditions as are more or less plainly 
described, and was able to avoid it, 
that person is unworthy» of being 


further employed at the expense of the tax- 
payers to neglect the unfortunates who are en- 
titled to clean and otherwise efficient treat- 
ment and wholesome food while in the hos- 
pital. For attention to these sanitary matters 
is fully as essential to recovery as is medica- 
tion, some would say more, 

The doctors have wisely recommended the 
holding of quarteriy joint meetings of the 
Commissioners’ Committee of Public Service 
and of the combined Medical Board, Such 
meetings ought to be held, and if more frequent- 
ly than once every three months all the bet- 
ter. Such abuses as areco.oplained of could 
hardly exist if the committee charged with su- 
pervision of the hospital attended to its duty, 
and it is devoutly to be hoped its members 
will go there oftener and look around them 
more closely in the future. 


NO MORE GAS ORDINANCES. 

There are now pending before the Council 
two new gas ordinances which it is understood 
will be discussed by the Committee on Gas, 
Oil, and Electric Lights this afternoon. The 
rejection of both should be recommended 
unanimously. Une isin behalf of the Hyde 
Park Mutual Fuel and Gas company, whose 
operations in the Thirty-second, Thirty-third, 
and ‘l'hirty-fourth Wards have been the occa- 
sion of much comment recently. The other 
is in behalf of a company organized by one 
Lueders, who is the head of one of the saloon- 
keepers’ associations. Both companies pro- 
pose to tear up the streets at this time for the 
purpose of laying their mains. Both propose 
to charge $1 per thousand for gas of doubtful 
quality. The streets are now in shocking con- 
dition. They cannot bear another ripping up. 
No sufficient equivalent is offered for the 
privilege of doing so. It is colossal impu- 
dence on the part of one of the companies 
named to ask foran ordinance at this time, 
when so many victims have recently been sent 
to the grave through its criminal carelessness 
in the distribution of gas within the territory 
for whichit has an ordinanve. There are 
nany indications that the other ordinance isa 
mere sandbagging affair. Both the ordi- 
nances ought to be sent back to the Council 
for rejection. There is no merit in either. 
Both are dangerous and vicious.

Fatuer Parrick Corrigan, brother of the 
Archbishop. of New York and a much abler 
man than that dignitary, has been telling some 
wholesome truths to the Cahensleyite priests 
of New Jersey and their superior, the ultra- 
montane Bishop Wigger.. Father Corrigan 
protests against the wholesale abuse of the 
public schools by the members of his order. 
He says: 

The Roman Catholic schools are as good as they 
can be made for the money spent on them, but 
there are no schools in the world that can com- 
pare with our public schéols. 

That is the opinion not only of a majority 
of Roman Catholics but the opinion of a 
majority of the English-speaking priests of 
Aineri¢a. The latter say with Father Corrigan 
that— 

Roman Catholic children should be sent to the 
,Roman Catholic schools in order to get a religious 
training and have the foundation of their re- 
ligion firmiy fixed in them, but after that they 
should be sent to the public schools. 

This is the plan on which most Roman 
Catholics act. There is not a large center of 
population in the Union where there are not 
more Roman Catholic children in the public 
schools than there are in the church schools. 
Decrees, encyclicals, pulpit fulminations, and 
all the devices and methods of Cahensleyism 
cannot affect that fact. And again it can be 
said with Father Corrigan that those who are

Under Mr. Giadstone’s scheme the 
cost of administration in Ireland is estimated 
atan amount which reaches nearly the whole 
ofthe present revenue of about £7,000,000. 
Of this sum £4,500,000 are now expended 
locally, while £2,500,000 is the amount of Ire- 
Jand’s contribution for imperial purposes. 

Jn preparing the coming budget Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt has to encounter a notable 
deficit in the imperial revenue. If to this 
deficit the loss of the Irish contribution be 
added it must involve a recourse to increased 
‘burdens upon the British taxpayers. The 
prospect causes dismay among the Minis- 
terialists, who know the situation and feara 
decisive revolt in their own ranks if they are 
forced to propose further taxation in order to 
relieve the new Irish administration. Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt has been in con- 
sultation with Mr. Welby, Permanent Chief 
of the Treasury, on the dilemma. 

An ofticial authority declares that a revised 
calculation presented to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer showed that the total loss to the 
Imperial Exchequer on the Irish contribu- 
tons under home rule would amount to £1,- 
500,000, This amount, combined with the de- 
creasing revenue in the United Kingdom, will 
greatly weaken the chances of Liberal ac- 
ceptance of Mc. Gladstone’s project.

CONTRACTS FOR SUGAR CANE CLOSED. 


Conflicting Reports Made of the Harvest 

in Cuba This Year. 
Havana, Nov. 18.—The first sugar cane con- 
tracts made public this seuson were closed at 
Guareiraz in the Province of Matanzas. 
They are on the basis ot 514 to 534 arrobes of 
centrifugal sugar to be delivered at Matanzas 
for each one hundred arrobes of cane deliv- 
ered at the side of the mill. The first fire of 
importance in the cane fields reported this 
season occurred at the end of last month on 
the plantation Santa Lucia at Gibara. The 
conflagration, which is said to have been of in- 
cendiary origin, caused the total loss of about 
200,000 arrobes of standing cane. There is 
still a wide difference in the estimates of the 
coming sugar crop. On one hand the fine ap- 
pearance of the cane at Remedios gives rise 
to the beliéf that the crop will exceed that of 
last season by from 10 to 15 per cent, while on 
the other it is asserted by some persons, who 
claim to be well posted, that in the Province 
of Matanzas there will be a decrease of 15 per 
cent. 


WILL DISCUSS CLAUSES OF THE BILL. 


The Government Achieves a Victory tn the 
Chamber of Deputies. 
Panis, Nov. 18.—The debate on the Press 
bill was’continued in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today. The discussion lasted five hours. 
M. Pinchon, a Radical, opened the debate by 
declaring that the existing press law, 1f prop- 
erly enforced, was sufficient to meet all re- 
quirenents. Referring to the speech of the 
Count de Mun, he evoked much applause by 
remarking satirically that the republic was 
prepared to bestow full liberty on Catho- 
lics by abolishing the appropriations for 
public worship. Aftera few minor speeches 
a futile attempt to adopt closure was made. 
Tnen M. Loubet said that he was ready to re- 
ply to the attacks on the general policy of the 
government, but he could not permit the 
Preas bill issue to be confounded therewith. 
Men who should defend the powers of the re- 
public have fur the last six days been pro- 
pounding the claims of all the political 
schools. ‘“‘I refuse,” he said, “to be ham- 
pered with the doctrines of any party. Then 
he continued : 
As soon as the Press bill is passed I shall be 
ready to answer any charges against the govern- 
ment based on tne allegations that it has not en- 
forced the laws. But li shall not reply to any in- 
terpellations preceding the vote. If mistakes 
were made in the Carmiaux case l can only say 
errare est huma. Il have done the utmost to 
maintain order. I decline to engagein farther 
discussion ; I am worn out with it all. 
The speech was frequently interrupted by 
protests from the Right. The closing words 
made a great impression. For awhile noth- 
ing could be heard above the loud and ex- 
cited exchange of language in all parts of the 
house. When the excitement had subsided, 
M. Ricard, Minister of Justice and Public 
Works, arose to speak. He denied that the 
bill would lead to the abolition of all the 
liberties and independence of utterance at 
election times. He IWid special emphasis on 
the fact that the measure particularly speci- 
fied the kiud of cases which should be prose- 
cuted. 
M. Goierand then asked to be allowed to 
interpellate the government on its policy. M. 
Loutzel reptied that he had nothing to add to 
his statement of yesterday. He would regard 
the House’s refusal to proceed to a discussion 
of the clauses «f the bill asa voteof want of 
confidence. 
The House then adopted a motion of urgency 
and M. Loubet’s motion to discuss the clauses 
of the bill was taken up and was agreed to by 
a vote of 329 to 228 The Chamber then ad- 
journed. 
The victory of the government is attributed 
chiefly to Premier Loubet’s personal efforts. his 
firmness andsincerity. A feature ofthe division 
was the fart that alarge number of radicals 
and members of the left voted for the govern- 
ment, though at the outset their attitude was 
clearly hostile. The change vf tactics of a 


number of Deputies was largely due 
to the infiuence of provinciai 
committees, which are averse to the 


constant changes of the government. The 
minority was cémprised of members of_ the 
extreme Left,a number of moderate Radi- 
cals, and about eighty members of the Right. 
The majority will probably dwindle during 
the discussion of the clauses, but it is expected 
that the bill will be finally pass The oppo- 
sition is directed chiefly against the clause 
authorizing “preventive” arrests and confis- 
cation.

SOME INSTRUCTIONS TO GEN. MILES. 


Army Headquarters on the New Cavalry 
and Artillery School at Fort Riley. 
Wasatneton, D. C., Nov. 18.—|Special.]— 
Army headquarters sent the following instruc- 
tions to Gen. Miles today regarding the organ- 
ization and purposes of the new cavalry and 
artiliery schvol at Fort Riley, Kas.:

DETECTIVE BRUOB’S OPINION OF 
PINKERTONS AT HOMESTEAD, 


——— 


He Tells the Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee That Not One Out of Ten of the 
Men ‘Employed by Agencies But Could 
Be Hired to Commit Murder or Any 
Other Crime—Capt. Foley Never Saw 
the Advertising Cireular—John L, Man- 
ning Answers Law Questions, 

The special committee of the United States 

Senate which is investigating the matter of 

Pinkerton aid in strikes had one witness yes- 

terday who struck squarely out from the 

shoulder. Robert Bruce, No. 128 La Salle 
street, who has been a detective for thirty-two 


personal feeling against any agency, pro- 
ceeded to pour hot shot into the Pinkerton 
organization. Bruce was 4 scout in the army 
and then vbtained a position in the United 
States Secret Service. He was engaged in 
connection with the strike at Joliet and 
Bridgeport in 1885. He put men into the 
unions so as to learn the union secrets. 

“Had you any connection with the Home- 
stead strike?” asked Senator Gallinger. 

‘That is.a question which | cannot answer 
without divulging the secrets of those by whom 
I have been ernployed. I have been engaged 
to get evidence against the Pinkertons, and if 
I go into details it will defeat the ends of jus- 
tice. My office has been watched for the last 
two or three months and my men have been 
shadowed coming out of it. I have taken 
about forty affidavits from some of the Pink. 
erton men in connection with the strike, I 
have no copies of those affidavits. I have de- 
stroyed every one of: them.” 

“Did you discover that the men sent to 
Homestead were not of a high class!”’ 

'“They’re the scum of the earth.” 

* Then, according to your contention, Mr. 
Pinkerton does not fulfill his declaration that 
he employs only men of good character?” 

‘*No sir, I have known him to employ ex- 
convicts.” 

‘**‘What was the nature of the affidavits 
made ?”’ 

‘* They represented that those who made 
them had been given instructions on the barge, 
that they bad been imposed upon by the 
Pinkertons, that they were told they were go- 
ing to guard private property, and that they 
had to sign a contract declaring they would 
not take any ection against their employers.”’ 

The Character of Detectives. 

“ Are you acquainted with the character of 
the men generally employed by the detective 
agencies?”’ 

‘** Yes, there is not one out of ten whom you 
could not hire to commit m-irder or any otier 
crime.’’. 

‘‘You cannot trust in the reports they are 
supposed to send t_ their office?’ 

*“*T would not believe any detective under 
oath without having his evidence corrobo- 
rated.”’ 

** Does that apply to yourself.” 

** Yes, I will apply it to myself.” 

The witness also stated that all the men 
whose aftidavits be took said emphatically 
they were never sworn in as deputies. From 
what he had heard Pinkerton could at any 
tine arm from 400 to 500 men. 

‘** Do you know of any case where detective 
agencies have incited men to strike or aided 
- prolonging a strike?’ asked Senator Pef.- 
ae 

**Not in recent years,” answered Mr. Bruce. 
“Years ago where acOmpany wanted to ad- 
vance the price otf coal the employers en- 
gineered a atrike with the detective agencies.”’ 

‘** The objece of that bemg——?”’ 
“To raise the price of coal.”’ [ Laughter. | 
The witness concluded by the statement 
that he had no personal feeling whatever 
against any detective agency. He knew 
that the circumstances of some of their 
employés compelled thetn to manufacture evi- 
dence in order to retain their positions. 

Capt. Patrick Foley was shown a newspaper 
clipping, taken from a labor organ, purport- 
ing to be a copy of a circular addressed by the 
Pinkerton agency to capitalists setting forth 
the facilities of the agency to assist in quell- 
ing strikes and in furnishing men for detec- 
tive work, among bodies of laborers especial- 
ly, to discover and to report the organization 
of unions for the purpose of compelling ad- 
vances in wages or to prosecute a strike. 
pa Foley denied all knowledge of the cir- 
cular. 

In reply to Senator Peffer’s question Capt. 
Foley said it was a general rule with Mr. 
Pinkerton not to send men to do strike work 
unless they were to be deputized. Capt. Fo- 
ley then spoke of the trouble at the Frick 
coke ovens several months ago and con- 
fessed that he armed his men with rifles con- 
trary to the orders of Mr. Pinkerton. He 
was ordered to arm the men with clubs, but 
he thought that it would be wiser to have 
the i gee armed to prevent violence and blood- 
shed. 

**Can you cite an instance where your men 
fired on strikers?”’ 

** No, sir. 

John W. Holloway, one of the Chicago Pin- 
kertons who was at Homestead, swore that in 
the battle of the barges the strikers fired first 
and that the men were not deputized. This 
was apparently in contradiction of the testi- 
mony of the officers of the agenry. 

John L. Manning, manager of the Veterans’ 
Police patrol, said that his force was com- 
posed as far as possible of ex-soldiers and their 
sons. 

**Do you as a lawyer regard the employ- 
ment by private corporations of armed men 
as a legitimate portion of military force?’ 
ae Senator Peffer. 

“No 


“Then please state the circumstances 
which you think would justify the employ- 
ment of such men.” 

To Protect Property. 

“Tf I were an employer and any set of men 
should attempt to interfere with hem whom I 
had in my service and the civil authorities 
should refuse to give me protection I should 
consider myself justified in employing my 
own watchmen.”’ 

* Under such circumstances how much law- 
ful authority would these men be clothed 
with?”’ 

“‘In my opinion once they were placed in- 
side the premises tney would have just as 
much authority to protect my property as my- 
self, even to the extent of taking life if need 
be. The common law gives every man the 
right to defend his property to such an extent 
that even an Officer of the law cannot break 
down a man’s door,” 

‘*‘Outside of the possessor or owner, do you 
understand that the common law attaches the 
authority to anybody else?’ 

** Yes, we are his representatives or agents.”’ 
**What is your opinion upon the legality of 
sending citizens of the State of Illinois from 
Chicago to other States of the Union armed 
to take charge of property there?’ 

**T am not sufticiently well informed in re- 
gard to the law onthe point although my 
opinion 1s it is nota proper thing to do. I 
should not send them myself. And my 
decision would be based upon my doubts as 
to “ legality of the proceeding.”’

HOMESTEAD STRIKE DECLARED ‘ 


Only a Few High-Priced Men Kemain Out 
—Others Trying to Get Work. 

Prrrspura, Pa., Nov. 18.—j Special. ]—The 
strike at Homestead, so far as it affects the 
mechanical and laboring departments, has 
been declared off and the men are rushing back 
for work. This decision was reached at a 
meeting of the men todaya when they voted 
almost unanimously to go back after the 
Amalgamated officials refused to allow the 
sympathetic strikers to refurn. Since they 
are no longer bound. by an obligation many 
of the mechanics say they will never go on an- 
other sympathetic or any other kind of.a 
strike, and many complaints are to be heard 
of the way the Amalgamated people have 
treated them. It is asserted that a number of 
inen who have been Joudest in their demands 
for the strike to continue have had applica- 
tions on file with the company for more than 
a month and have only been strikers because 
they could not procure positions. Nine bun- 
dred men applied for work to-day, and a line 
of men extending from the-office door al most 
a block down-town were waiting their 
turns to seek their old positions or any 
other that the company could give them. 
Chairman H. C. Frick supervised the 
empléyment of the old men. He took no 
active interest in the matter and left it entire- 
ly in the hands of the mill officials to employ 
or reject the applicants as they presented 
themselves. This break practically leaves 
only about 300 men on strike at Homestead, 
and they are mostly bigh-priced Amalgamated 
men. The Lawrenceville strikers have also 
given up the fight, and several hundred of 
them have applied for work, but as _ their 
places are all filled they will have to wait for 
vacancies. The Beaver Falls mill is ready to 
start up Monday with a full force.

SWARTHOUTS COMMITTED FOR TRIAL. 


They Are Held at Lyndon for the Murder 
of Their Father. 
Morrison, Ill., Nov. 18.—[{Special.]—The 
preliminary examination of John Henry 
Swarthout and Ernest Albert Swarthout, 
charged with the murder of their father 
Thursday, Nov, 10, near Lyndon, was held to- 
day before Justice Bates in the Town Hall 
of Lyndon.

ABLY HEALTHY AND STRONG. 


While Speculation Has Fallen Off Distri- 
butien ef Products Continues to In- 
crease Enormously—Cotton Movement 
‘the Greatest in Years—Imports Exceed- 
ing Exports with Some Prospect of 
More Gold for Foreign Shipment—Clear- 
ance Increase Outside of New ‘ork. 
New York, Nov. 18.—R.G. Dun & Co.’s 


weekly review of trade says: 


No important change appears in the condi- 
tion of business, the distribution of products 
continues enormous, production by manufact- 
urers is greater on the whole than in any pre- 
vious year, and while some hesitation is seen 
about entering into new accounts the general 
tone of business and industries is rewarkably 
healthy. Trading in cotton has been much 
the largest ever known in any week, but stock 
dealings have been but moderate. At Boston 
business continues large, collections good, 
money easy. In general the situation is un- 
changed, excepting that wool is more quiet. 
The shoe trade is in good shape and lumber 
active. At Philadelphia the open weather af- 
fects trade in heavy dry goods. Wool is 
quiet. Shoes are steady. Iron is in good de- 
mand. Money is a little tighter, much being 
placed at 6 percent. No material change 1s 
seen at Baltimore. At Pittsburg de:mand for 
pig-iron is good, and finished products are 
moving freely. ‘ Plate glass is dull, but other 
glass unchanged. A strike in the harness 
manufactory at Cincinnati during the busy 
season disturbs sales. In most lines business 
at Cleveland is good. Some large orders for 
pig have been countermanded. There 18 
strong demand tor money. Manufacturers 
continue busy at Indianapolis and the jobbing 
trade is good. Business is prosperous in all 
hones at Detroit. Chicago reports good 
wholesale trade and _ collections. Re- 
-ceipts of corn, wheat, and butter 
show large increase, but decrease is seen m 
oats and wool, dressed beef, hides, flour, and 
ryc. Money is in strong demand at 6 per 
cent. Trade continues strong at St. Louis 
with collections prompt. Milwaukee reports 
Jarger trade with good demand for money. 
Jobbers at St. Paul report backward collec- 
tions. At Kansas City cattle receipts are 
large but grain receipts light, money in better 
dewand, and business fairly active. Denver 
reports satisfactory trade. At Louisville 
trade is about average, but dull in Little 
Rock, with a small cotton movement. At 
Nashville business is improving. Salesof cot- 
ton amounted to 2,290,000 bales, with an ad- 
vance of % of a cent. In wheat and corn 
advances of %c were made, but oats % 
lower. .A rise of néarly le occurred in coffee. 
Except for cotton speculative markets have 
beencom paratively dull. In the great industries 
little change is seen. Shipments of boots 
ana shoes from the East continue to largely 
exceed those of last year. Cattle receipts at 
Chicago are falling behind. Colliers are now 
only working haif time. In pig-iron some 
hesitation of buyers is seen, with cancellation 
of postponement of orders, but the situation 
is considered bealthy. The bar mills are said 
to be near the end of their orders. A sale of 
steel rails at the fixed price is reported. Oc- 
tober exports of principal products were $15,- 
095,458 smaller than last year, and in two 
‘weeks of November the decrease here has 
been $2,000,000. ‘This fact, with a large in- 
‘crease in imports, has caused an advance in 
foreign exchange to 48744, and with money 
dearer at London and cheaper bere there is 
thought to be some prospect of gold expors. 
The business failutes occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days num- 
ber 240 as compared with totals of 210 last 
‘week. For the corresponding week of last 
year the figures were 285.

The Iron Trade Waiting for Definite Tariff

From a statistical view the iron trade is in ex- 
cellent condition, and the strengthening tendency 
in pricé lists noted in the raw iron market for 
some weeks continues, yet these facts are dis- 
counted for the time being by a halti demand 
in certain lines of finished material. ere is & 
lull in inquiry and orders are ou a smaller gauge 
than in the weeks preceding the election. In- 
stances might be cited of manufactaring firms 
who, hafing planned additions to their works 
owing to the pressure of demand for their prod- 
uct, are now disposed to wait and see whether 
this pressing demand will keep up. The 
placing of orders of a large amount of 
structural iron waits on a good many 
decisions of this sort. While iron manufact- 
urers do not look for avy sudden disturbance to 
bu-iness, and certainly will not indulge in the 
surt of talk that would bring about such a result, 
there is a tone of conservatism in operations. 
Buyers wait with a view to getting the benefit of 
any variation in the market that may bappen to 
be in their favor. When the fact is generally ap- 
reciated that there willbe no change in tarilf 
olslotion for over a year, and tany change 
made by the next Congress would not take effect 
for, say, eighteen months from the present time, 
there will be no hesitancy about reéntering the 
market. Ihe movement of ore by water this sea- 
son will run close to 8,200,000 gross tons, to which’ 
add all rail shipmeuts, an unknowo guantity as 
et, to get the total ore shipment for the year.

MILWAUKEE'S FIRE PROTECTION. 


Board of Underwriters Says Five Engine 
Companies and Two Tugs Are Necessary. 
Mitwavuxkesr, Wis., Nov. 18, —[Special. |— 
The recent big fires in this city have awak- 
ened the local Board of Underwriters, and at 
a meeting today a committee was appointed 
to utge upon the proper city officials. the im- 
mediate need of additional protection. It is 
claimed that Milwaukee in so far as the num- 
ber of engines and cost of the department is 
concerned is one of the poorest of any city of 
its size in the country. The department in it- 
self is excellent, but there is not enough of it. 
As an evideuce of this Detroit, a city of about 
the. same size, was referred to, and it was 
found the fire department there cost $1,000.- 
000, while the Milwaukee department cost 
oply $600,000. It was stated that the number 
of engines were entirely inadequate to prop- 
erly cover the large territory. There is not 
even an engine in every ward. 

n case of a large fire at any particular point 
the rest of the city is left almast*wholly with- 
eut protection, and in case of two tires of any 
copsequence the entire deparment hecomes 
engaged: It was deemed to be a self-evident 
fact that at least every ward in the city should 
have an engine company, and the wards in the 
heart of the city should have more. The com- 
mittee decided upon the additions to the pres- 
ent equipment, which are considered abso- 
lutely necessary, and which it will be sought 
to have the Houncil authorize. Two new fire 
tugs will be recommended, one tv be located 
in each of the three natural divisions of the 
city. The fire tug Cataract will be able to 
take care of the South Side from its present

The organization and equipment of five 
néw fire companies will be urged, to be located 
mainly in the business portions of the city. 
The location of these companies, however, 
will be left, without suggestion, to the discre- 
tion of Chief Foley. Sume members of the 
committee even thought that seven new corn- 
panies would be required, but it was thought 
best not to ask fur so many at this time. 
After a thorough canvass of the subject it was 
finally settled unanimously to make a demand 
for five and nothing less than that number.

THEY CENSURE KERN. 


QOUNTY OOMMISSIONERS PASS A 
_ STRONG RESOLUTION. 


Two Members Vote for His Removal from 
Office, but the Majority Was Against 
Them +The Kesolution Declares the 
Treasurer-Has Repeatedly, Deliberately, 
and. Willfully Violated the Law and 
Desérved to Be Ousted—Legal Opinions 
Defining.the Board’s Powers. 

The County Board Public Service commit- 
tee met yesterday and by resolution censured 
County Treasurer Charles Kern, setting forth 
numerous cases in which he has violated the 
law. claiming that he did so willfully and de- 
liberately, and declaring he deserved to be re- 
moved from office. A substitute resolution 
removing him from office was defeated, Com- 
missioners Green and Stauber voting for it, 
and Con:missioners Ballard, Burmeister, Car- 
roll, Hoffman, Mamerre, Spencer, and Spof- 
ford against it. The reverse of that voto 
passed the resolution of censure, 

The special order of the day was the hear. 


ing of the report of the Judiciary committee, 
to whoin had been referred the whole matter 
of Mr. Kern’s removal. Chairman Manierre 
submitted the following: 

-Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom were re- 
ferred matters pertaining to the investigation 
of the office of County Treasurer and ex-officio 
County Collector, having had the same under 
advisement, begs leave to report that while evi- 
dence submitted shows that said Charles Kern has 
not conducted the affairs of his oflice according 
to law, and has therefore been guilty of offenses 
that would justify his removal from said office, 
still we deem it unwise todo so, but recommend 
the passsge of the accompanying resolution of 
censure, which we herewith submit, with the 
opinion of the County Attorney, concurred in by 
the Corporauon Counsel of the City of Chicago,

Language of the Resolution. 


The resolution referred to follows:

MANIFESTO BY THE ARCHBISHOPS. 


Better School] Facilities for Catholic Chil- 
dren Needed—Their Tutelage. 

New Yorx, Nov. 18.—The conference of 
Archbishops of the United States, which has 
heen in daily session at the archiepiscopal res- 
idence of Archbishop Corrigan since Wednes- 
day last, was concluded tenight, The ques- 
tion that. has engaged the attention of the 
Archbishops to the largest extent, and the one 
which has prolonged the conference to the 
period of three days, is the matter relating to 
parochial schools. Not until today was any 
real progress made, and the following report 
indicates a compromise upon the question. 

The matter, as given out by the private sec- 
retary of Archbishop Corrigan, Father Con- 
nelly, is entitled ‘‘Report on Parochial 
Schools,’’ and is as follows: 

At a meeting of the Archbishops of the United 
States, hela at the residence of the Most Kev. 
Archbishop of New York, on Novy. 16; 1892, to 
consider tne best means to provide for the re- 
ligious education of such children as do not at 
present attend the parochial schools or Catholic 
schools of any kind, the assembled melates unan- 
imously agreed on the following resolutions: 

Resoived, First, To promote the erection of 
Catholic schools, so that there may be aceommo- 
datiun in them for more, and if possible, for ail 
our Catholic ehildren, according to the decrees of 
the Third Plenary Council of Baltimore and the 
decisions of the Holy See. 

Resolved, Second, Thatas to chilren who at 
present do not attend Catholic schools, we 
direct in addition that provision be made for 
them by Sunday-schools and also by instructions 
on sokie other day or days of the week, and by 
urging parents to teach their children the 
Christian doctrine in their homes. These Sunday 
and week day schools should be under the direct 
supervision of the clergy aided by intelligent lay 
teachers and, when possible, by members of 
religious teaching orders. 

No other decisions upon matters discussed 
by the conference will at present be commu- 
nicated to the press by the prelates. The 
official business of the convention is closed, 
There will be an informal gathering tomorrow 
morning. Some of the Archbishops jeft for 
their dioceses tonight and all tho other dele- 
gates will probably leave tomorrow afternoon 
for their homes. 

Upon emerging from the archiepiscopal 
residence tonight the champion of the “ Fari- 
bault system,”’ Archbishop Ireland, appeared 
in a most affable mood, but referred all press 
representatives to archbishop Corrigan for 
information regarding the business of the con- 
ference. He repaired immediately to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, and will tommorrow leave 
for St. Paul. Cardinal Gibbons was driven 
away ina carriage to his hotel and was soon 
followed by Archbishop Feehan of Chicago, 
who is stopping at the Windsor Hotel.

He Has Ideas About the Abolishment of 
Various State Boardse—Other Officers- 
Elect Will Make Clean Sweeps in the 
Departments Over Which They Have 
Been Chosen to Preside—Col, Morrison 
and His Pull—~Who.Shall Control the 
Illinois Patronage ? 


Gov.-Elect Altgeld has not ‘made up his 
thind as to his appointments ' yet, nor will he 
do so for several weeks, He doesn’t get down 
to his office now until 2 in the afternoon, so as 
to avoid a great press of officeseekers iaying 
in wait forhim. The Judge has an idea that 
he would like to see the various boards of 
charitable, penal, and State institutions abol- 
ished, and may make a recommendation of 
that kind to the General Assembly when it 
meets, Hethinks their power ought to be 
centralized in the Chief Executive, hut doesn’t 
exactly see how he is going to bring about 
this result.

Aside from the Captain everybody will 
go. Mr. Hinrichsen offered Theodore Nelson 
the chief clerkship of his office, a tender 
which Mr. Nélson declined with thanks. Mr. 
Hinrichsen is getting ms staff ready, and on 
the day set apart by law will swoop down on 
the Secretary of State’s office with a full 
complement of clerks. 

Rufus Ramsay, Treasurer of State-elect, was 
at the Sherman House yesterday and wil! be 
on hand when the time comes to take charge 
of his office. The only thing he has to do isto 
give his bond and receipt forthe money when 
Ed Wilgon turna it over to him. The matter 
of the bond, which is way up in the millions, 
does not distress ** Uncle Rufus” at all. He 
has a lot of wéhithy relatives down in Clinton, 
Bond, and St. Clair Counties, and can, if 
need be, give the indemnity required by law 
without going outside of his tamily. 

David Gore, State Auditor-elect, haan’t 
been seen in Chicago sinve election time. He 
is getting alot of people ready to go itito of- 
fice with him, and his will not be the only 
Gore whose name will be plastered on the pay- 
rolls of the Auditor of State for four years to 
come, 

Delos P. Phelps, the Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State committee, is loading his gun 
for big game. No little “Jim Crow” Con- 
sulate or Deputy Auditorship of a department 
will suit Mr. Phel The Court of St. James 
will fit him, nothing more nor less. Ben 
Cable is said to havea deep-seated rock- 
rooted fit of disgust because some of the Cook 
County Democrats who gave of their store 
sparingly toward Cleveland’s election are 
down in New York trying to belittle his ef- 
forts for Democratic supremacy.

IN SIX MONTHS MISS CORA SMITH 
HAS LEARNED TO SPEAK. 


Dumb Since Childhood, She Has Acquired 


| the Power of Articulation—Pluck, En- 


ergy, and Determination of an Afflicted 
Young Woman—Can Carry on an Intel- 
ligible Conversation, Speaking Rapidly 
and Using Words of More than One 


Syllable. 

Six months ago Miss Cora Smith was dumb. 
She had not spoken a word for twenty years. 
Today she is able not ouly to carry on a per- 
fectly connected, accurate, intelligible con- 
versation with any one, but when put to the 
‘test proved beyond question that she can 
speak rapidly, is not linited to words of one 
syllable, and can also understand what others 
are saying by watching the movement of 
their lips. 

It has taken the young woman exactly 145 
hours, during a period of six months, to ac- 
complish this, And what she has learned has 
been acquired in New York City. 

There is no other case on record of an adult 
mute learnimg to speak in a similar length of 
time, and the generally accepted theory has 
heretofore been that adult mutes could under 
no cireumstances be trained’ to talk. Miss 
Smith’s case is not only unique but it repre- 
sents an advance thought, a discovery based 
upon scientific principles that has been made 
by a woman, ateacher for yearsia the New 
York Institute fur the Deaf and Dumb, which 
is supported by governmeat and’ of which 
Isaac Louis Peet is principal. ‘This discovery 
will affect thousands of men, women, and 
children who have heretofore been doubly 
isolated from society by the loss of both 
speech and hearing, says the New York Adver- 
tiser. 

Miss Smith is an intelligent, cood-looking 
young woman. She is 25, and a native of Mo-

renci, Mich. Nineteen years ago she entered 


the Columbus Institute of Ohio, and at the 
close of anine yaars’ course she graduated in 
all of its branches of learning, save talking. 

She could not even say “‘boy,”’ one of the 
easiest of words. Svon after her entrance in 
the institute articulation was adopted. Among 
others she submitted toa two weeks’ test, at 
the expiration of which time she was rejected 
from the articulation class as an incurable. 

A very close relationship exists among these 
institutes throughout the United States. Miss 
Smith’s atteation was called to the new theory 
advanced in New York, and she decided to 
take advantage of the new method. She is an 
intellectual girl. She reasoned out the theory 
advanced, and six months agoarrivéd in the 
city to test it. 

Learned to Talk in Two Weeks. 


Two weeks after her arrival it was ascer- 
tained that even in that space of time she had 
learned to talk slowly, with evident difficulty 
and in disconnected sentences, but intel- 
lhgibly. Since then she has worked as- 
siduously, and will soon return to her 
native city, her whole lite brightened 
and rendered more useful by the power of 
speech and the mastery of lip reading. She 
said recently: *‘My mother has never heard 
me speak. When I wes a baby I had scarlet- 
fever and lost the use of my voice, It never 
returned sufficiently to use in talking. Ic uld 
only ake unnatural sounds. Mother will be 
so happy, and everybody at the Ohio Institute 
so surprised. They all thought it impossible 
for me to learn to speak, and laughed in 
doubt at the idea. But 1 shall talk with every- 
body, just to let them know about this won- 
derful method,”’ 

Miss Smith is tall, has a good figure, and 
an intelligent pleasant face. She is retiring 
in disposition, and it is only in her wish to 
give hope and encouragement to hundreds of 
deaf mutes that she has consented to call 
public attention to herself. Every inch of 
ground she has gained by application of the 
most zealous kind. Obstacle after obstacle 
has been fought obstinately by hours of 
work, monvtonous, difficult, and fatiguing, 
She has to “‘reason out’’ every word she 
utters, and to speak it mechanically. Then 
she must practice over and over and over 
again the eame tiresome thing. But the re- 
sult is a graad success, and is worth any 
painstaking. Her voice is low and natural, 
and pleasant to listen to. 

It must be remembered that six out of 
every ten voices of mutes at first are shrill, 
heavy, and harsh like the voice of an animal. 
These are the extremes, and they are recog- 
nized by every teacher of every school for the 
deaf and dumb in the world. It takes nine 
ears for such children to learn what others 
earn in five, while adults are not supposed to 
be able to learn at all. The organs of the 
throat and head are hard and stiff. There is 
no “ vocal”’ sound, merely a grunt, a squeak 
or labored breathing that ends in a hissing 
like escaping steam. Sound is simply felt, 
not known, by them. Neither children nor 
adults nave any notion of the particular kind 
of noise they make with mouth and lips. This 
is true of congenital mutes, and equally so of 
ail other save hearing mutes. 

Again, there is that large class of ehildren 
who are not deaf, who, on the contrary, can 
hear a whisper, but who have to be taught 
speech, as the piano is taught mechanically. 
The method which Miss Smith has tried ap- 
plies to both cases equally and from its sim- 
plicity and naturalness is within the easy com- 
prehension of the average intelligence. The 
whole thing in a nutshell is the location of the 
voice and its proper expulsion from the body, 
Tnis brings into exercise first, the mind, rea- 
soning and will power; next, three distinct 
bodily factors, viz.: the abdomen, the chest, 
and the organs of the throat, mouth, and face. 


Method of Teaching Mutes, 


Mrs. E. C. Lounsbury, the first teacher of 
articulation in the United States, a zealous 
worker in many State institutes and latterly 
teacher in the institute at West One Hundred 
and Sixty-third street, has found in her wide 
experience with mutes that the one thing 
above all others for the mute to learn is the 
control of sounds that run riot within him. 
First, to breathe properly to relax the firm set 
muscles of chest, throat, and mouth, and to 
compel the exercise of the abdominal :suscles 
that they shall perforin their important part 
iu expelling sound. Then they must learn to 
expel sound from the chest alone, and finally 
to emit it by simply contracting the vocal 
cords themselves, as in singing. 

From the tirat set of contractions, those of 
the abdominal muscles, he learns that he can 
feei the sound in one particular locality; from 
the next set of contractions, that the respira- 
tory organs give another feeling and that still 
another sensation is felt by contracting the 
throat. Feeling 1s the only indication of sound 
that the mute has. He learns that to produce 


a certain sound he must feel it in a certain 


place, 
The next step is to bring the volume of es- 


caping sound to a focus, to direct 1tfrom its 
start in the lower part of the lungs on and up 
through the larynx. over the vocal cords and 
into the mouth. This is the process of “lo- 
cating ”’ and directing sound, without respect 
to vowels, or consonants, or their combina- 
tions, From this stage simple sound 1s worked 
into the vowels or vocals, the throat is upened 
or closed at will, relaxed or contracted ut will, 
and the combinations of sounds inay then 
come into play.
